Institution Herds 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


Editor’s Note: This subject, along with the more aggressive de- 
velopment of our State institution herds, is of very timely 
interest right now in view of the efforts being put forward 
at recent Holstein meetings in Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Minnesota, ete. The following material was pre- 
sented by the writer at the recent winter meeting of the 
Massachusetts Holstein-Friesian Association, and summarizes 
briefly the splendid achievements of Michigan, Wisconsin, South 
Dakota, lowa and other states that are setting such splendid 
examples along this line. Many other states are solving their 
milk production problems very satisfactorily at their state in- 
stitutions with pure bred and grade Holstein dairies. At the 
meeting in Massachusetts referred to, it was brought out by 
Mr. R. W. Forristall that by the use of good pure bred Holstein 
sires during the past ten years, the average production of the 
herds under charge of the Massachusetts Department of Mental 
Diseases had doubled now being over 11,000 lbs. per cow. Other 
states, not actively developing the breeding sire of their Hol- 
stein herds, can doubtless show very pleasing production state- 
ments likewise. 

There is opportunity for our various states to take a much 
more active leadership in the development of the breeding in- 
dustry, consistent with the teachings of their own agricultural 
colleges and extension forces. The Wisconsin plan for a re- 
volving fund seems to be the most satisfactory of any yet 
worked out because of the added incentive it offers for those 
who are working directly with the state-owned herds.

for State Institution herds out of the realm of the 
theoretical and put it on a practical basis. The State of 
Michigan is perhaps the pioneer in this work. The State 
Hospital at Pontiac, Michigan, made its start with pure 
bred Holsteins some 45 years ago, and the Traverse City. 
Mich., State Hospital followed along but four years later.

It is doubtful if there are today any other two herds that 
have made any greater contribution to the development of 
the Holstein-Friesian breed in America. Pontiac was the 
home of Hengerveld De Kol and Pontiac Korndyke, prob- 
ably the two greatest sires ever to stand in service in one 
herd, and they have made the name Pontiac a household 
word in Holstein circles. Traverse City in the past seven 
years has bred more high record cows on the Honor List 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America than any 
other herd in America. One of their noted individuals, 
Traverse Colantha Walker, is generally recognized as the 
greatest long-distance producer of any breed. In her first 
nine lactations she falls but a few pounds short of that 
distinguished Massachusetts Jersey, Sophie 19th of Hood 
Farm, the latter in her life-time of eleven lactations. For 
three of the last four years Traverse City has had the 
leading Honor List sire of the year, based on the records 
of his daughters made during the year. 

Michigan now has pure bred Holsteins on all of its 
thirteen state institution farms. They are carrying on 
regular programs of testing and development that are 
exerting a great influence not only upcn the improvement 
of these herds but also the advancement of the whole dairy 
industry of the state of Michigan. Five years ago these 
herds averaged in C. T. A. work 10,081.8 lbs. for the entire 
lot of 847 head, according to figures published by the 
Michigan Bureau of Animal Industry at the time. Nine 
of these herds recently completed a year in the herd test 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. Not one 
of the nine herds failed to exceed the average of five

years ago, and the 552 pure bred Holsteins composing 
these herds made the extraordinary average of 12,368 Ibs. 
milk, 408.8 lbs. fat, an increase of over 22%. These figures 
were not for selected cows, but included every cow—old 
or young in those herds. Including young stock, the State 
of Michigan owns over 1,100 head of pure bred registered 
Holsteins. 

Last year. and for several years back, two state-owned 
institution herds in South Dakota have been doing some 
very sensational work with their. pure bred Holsteins. 
These are the Redfield State School and Home for the 
Feeble Minded. and the Yankton State Hospital. The 
former has bred or developed four 1,000-lb. fat cows, three 
of them producing over 30,000 lbs. of milk each. One of 
the number, with two 1,400-lb. butter records, was for a 
time the World’s Champion senior 4-year-old. The present 
junior 4-yeer-old milk champion (over 31,000 Ibs.) was 
bred and developed at Yankton. These two institutions 
last year won more Honor List points from the Holstein- 


Friesian Association of America for records completed 
during the year, than were credited to any other state, 
regardless of numbers. The Redfield sire. Sir Pietertje 


Laura Piebe, took away from the Traverse City sire, Echo 
Sylvia King Model, the title of leading sire of Honor List 
winners, a position he had held for the three 
preceding.

I haven’t the 
their numbers at present as they have been expanding 
these herds very rapidly during the past few years. Six 
of these herds carried on Advanced Registry testing work 
last year. These various herds have been consistently 
near the top in the cow testing associaticn work of the 
state which is developed there in greater numbers than 
in any other state. The Wisconsin Board of Control has

Annual Livestock 
Ogden offered the largest 
Black and White exhibition in the 
Pacific Northwest in the past year 
with the exception of the Pacific-In- 
ternational. A total of 168 Holsteins 
were shown by 48 exhibitors. The 
Holstein exhibit was larger than that 
of all the other dairy breeds ¢éombined. 

It was. largely a Utah show with 
added competition from the Carnation 
Milk Farms and Robert Kooistra of 
Carnation, Washington. The Carna- 
tion Milk Farms herd was the largest 
winner of first honors. The Utah State 
Industrial School of Ogden, Utah, was 
the largest individual winner among 
the Utah breeders. Honors’ were 
nearly equally divided for third place 
between the Cache County, Utah 
School for the Deaf and Blind, and 
Robert Kooistra. 


The climax to the interests of the 
day was in the three-year-old cow 
class, with eight entries. The compe- 
tition centered between Hazelwood 
Heilo Annie, winner of her class at 
the 1929 Pacific International and a 
contender for All-American, and Glen-

cliff M. B. B. Brook Ormsby, with the 
latter winning the blue ribbon, Hazel- 
wood Heilo Annie was somewhat hand- 
icapped due to showing in dry form, 
while Glencliff M. B. B. Brook Ormsby 
had a big advantage of being in 
bloom. She proved to be the high 
animal in the consignment sale, sell- 
ing to John T. Quayle of Logan, Utah, 
for $500. 

The Senior bull calf class, from the 
viewpoint of both the exhibitors and 
the ring side. proved to be the most 
interesting class of the show. This 
class, with twelve entries, was un- 
doubtedly the best ever shown in 
Utah. The competition for the blue 
ribbon finally centered on two young 
bulls which had been in the money at 
the National Dairy Show. These 
were Wisconsin Pinky, formerly own- 
ed by the Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol, and now owned by the Utah 
State Industrial School, and Carna- 
tion Superior Canary, formerly own- 
ed by the Carnation Milk Farms, and 
now owned by John Meina, of Idaho 
Falls, Idaho. Judge Fitch’s decision 
to place Wisconsin Pinky at the head 


of this class proved to be a very pop- 
ular placing with the Utah breeders. 
Pinky was the only bull able to win 
a blue ribbon from the strong class of 
bulls shown by Carnation Milk Farms 
An interesting feature of this class 
was Lomondview Ormsby Duplicate, 
son of Sarah Ann Duplicate, All-Amer- 
ican cow in 1925, exhibited by C. S. 
Potter of Ogden, which placed in the 
monev. This young bull has made 
rapid improvement since the Utah 
State Fair last fall and should be a 
stronger contender in the future. 

The breeders of Cache County, the 
Holstein center of the Intermountain 
section, continued to give their sup- 
port by being represented by two 
herds, one made up of the breeders 
in the vicinity of Richmond, which 
is in the north end of Cache county, 
and other in the Cache County herd 
from the south end. The Richmond 
herd, consisting of thirteen head, was 
strictly of Marathon-Bess-Burke 25th 
breeding. Eight of this herd were by 
25th. one by the son of 25th, and four 
out of daughters of 25th.

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Another Undulant Fever Article 


HE February Number of Good Housekeeping, widely 
T circulated and influential magazine for women, car- 

ries a very sound and timely article on the subject 
of undulant fever, by Dr. Frederick Damrau, and bearing 
the specific approval of Dr. Walter H. Eddy, Director of the 
Good Housekeeping Bureau of Foods, Sanitation and 
Health. This sane and scholarly article is a striking con- 
trast to the sensational, scarehead discussion of the same 
subject that appeared some months ago in another 
women’s magazine of wide circulation. 

Dr. Damrau describes in detail the history of this 
disease. He presents some figures regarding its frequency, 
the total reported from thirty-eight states in 1928 being 
635 cases. He points out further that up to last June 
there were only four cases reported in children of four 
or under and sixteen between the ages of five and nine; 
that the great majority of the cases are men, generally 
five to one woman, and a large proportion being farmers, 
butchers and workers in slaughter houses, people who are 
likely to have direct contact with the infected animals. 
The cases of this disease are thirty times as frequent, 
according to Dr. Damrau, among packing house employees 
as in the general population. 

One especially interesting passage from this article 
in Good Housekeeping may be quoted as follows: 


“A fact that stands strongly against the belief 
that the cow microbe is the cause of undulant 
fever in more than occasional cases is its rela- 
tive harmlessness to man. Five human volun- 
teers bared their arms to the hypodermic syringe 
containing 800,000,000 to 900,000,000 of the cow 
microbes of Bang. Here, certainly, was the cru- 
cial test to discover whether the germ that has 
been accused of causing undulant fever is friend 
or foe. Not one of the volunteers suffered any ill 
effect from the injection!” 


Dr. Harris Moak, Secretary of the American Associa- 
tion of Medical Milk Commissions, is reported as stating 
that “there has never been a case of undulant fever in a 
child proved to be due to the use of certified milk, 90% 
of which is consumed by children.” 

Much other evidence is adduced on the subject, which 
warrants Dr. Damrau in the conclusion here quoted: 


“In my opinion, there is no occasion whatsoever 
for public alarm or reason why confidence in the 
wholesomeness of certified or other high grade 
milk should be shaken.” 


In regard to the subject of pasteurization, Dr. Damrau 
takes the stand that pure, clean milk in its natural state 
is preferable and that for certified milk, pasteurization 
would be superfluous. His views on pasteurization are 


summarized in the following paragraph: 
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“Babies show a marked preference for un- 
pasteurized milk. Pasteurization changes the 
taste. The curd becomes less digestible, the vita- 
mins are reduced and the form of albumin is al- 
tered. It is well known that rickets are more 
common in babies fed on pasteurized than on 
certified milk. Also, many babies who cannot gain 
on pasteurized milk begin to thrive as soon as 
they are changed to raw, natural milk.”

Philippine Independence 
HE increased use of oleomargarine this past year with 
T its attendant disastrous effect upon the butter mar- 
ket, it would seem, should place the dairy farmers 
of America squarely on the side of granting independence 
to the Philippine Islands, from a matter of self interest, 
if for no other reason. Under the present situation, their 
fats and oils that are being used in the manufacture of 
oleomargarine, are coming into this country duty free. 
Ii the Philippines were granted their independence, their 
product would naturally have to pay a duty the same as 
any other nation. This would be an important measure 
of protection for the dairy industry of this country. 
There are, of course, other factors to consider other 
than the interest of the dairy farmers of America. Ac- 
cording to our best information, during the thirty years 
that we have exercised a mandate over the Philippines, 
they have established a much better government than the 
nations around them and they desire to maintain their 
own independence. The United States is spending twelve 
to fifteen million dollars every year in military and trans- 
port service on the Island without a dollar in return. In 
cese of war, they would be the first point of attack in the 
Pacific and would cost us hundreds of millions of dollars 
and possibly thousands of lives to defend. 
We hope the present Congress will take 
structive action upon this subject.

He was defeated but once during 
the whole season, going down to third place at Illinois 
State Fair. In the center below is Harvest Matador 
Chief, All-American two-year-old in 1928. and first prize 
winner in the three-year-old class last year at the Pacific 
International and Wisconsin State Fair, placing second 
in class at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and third 
at the National. Sir Ollie Korndyke Ormsby Johanna, 
at the left below, was first prize two-year-old at the Pacific 
International, Illinois and Oklahoma State Fairs, the Kan- 
sas National and the American Royal, being consistently 
well up in the money elsewhere around the circuit. At 
the right below is Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, veteran 
of many a show ring battle, three times a first prize 
winner at the National Dairy Exposition and four times 
grand champion at important shows of the 1929 circuit. 
He placed second to the grand champion at the Pacific 
International. At this great show, the Wisconsin Board 
of Control had the unequalled honor of winning five firsts

British Society Changes Policy 
N view of the more or less heated discussion at the 
[ recent annual convention of the Holstein-Friesian 

Association of America regarding black spots on the 
legs and feet of pure bred Holsteins and the relation such 
markings should have to their acceptance for registry, the 
recent action of the British Friesian Cattle Society may 
be of interest, even though our Association has apparently 
settled the matter in a way that is reasonably, satisfactory 
to our breeders. The policy of the British Friesian Cattle 
Society in the past has been te insist that animals have 
four white hocks. but has made exception in favor of ani- 
mals of pure imported blood from Holland that have black 
hair spots on the feet, these regulations applying only 
to males. 

In the current issue of the British Friesian Journal, we 
note a report of the meeting of the Council of the Society, 
which gives the following report on this question: 

“With reference to the consideration of the question referred 
to them by Council of framing a Bye-Law to deal with all 
cases of black hair spots on the feet of bulls, the Committees 
suggested to Council that the present method be amended so 
that exceptions are not confined to P. lL. animals, and so that 
the Society could permit the registration of certain animals 
which possessed such spots, but which in the opinion of the 
Committee, would be helpful to the breed. In considering these 
exceptions, butter fat is to be especially studied. Each ease 
is to be considered on its merits.” 

In commenting upon this decision 
British Friesian Journal says: 


editorially, the 


“In the past the Society has insisted that animals shall 
have four white hocks, but has made exceptions in favor of 
P. I. animals that had black hair spots on the feet. Now 
these exceptions are to be augmented in order to prevent the 
loss of any bull that is likely to be of real use to the breed. 
The best interests of the Herd Book will be preserved because 
each case has to be considered on its individual merits, and 
it is instructive to note that butter fat will be particularly 
studied when these exceptions are being considered. The 
problem is not an easy one, but the Council have taken what 
they regard as practical and common sense views of it, and 
with the hearty cooperation of members they hope to be able 
to observe the object of the Society, namely, the improvement 
of the breed, without inflicting undue hardships on members.”’

OBSERVATIONS ON THREE-TIME MILKING 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Sometime ago I wrote you that we would have some 
very good C. T. A. records to report at the close of our 
year. We had 45 head that averaged 507.5 lbs. fat, and of 
this number only five were under 400 lbs. fat. Twenty- 
five of this number averaged 574.36 lbs. fat. Seventy-five 
per cent of the cows were milked three times per day 
for an average of seven months during the year. Our 
observation has been that we have increased our produc- 
tion between 25 and 30% with an increased grain cost of 
10 to 15%, varying with the individual. 

Our grain ration has been mainly on a 1-4 basis where 
we had plenty of mixed clover or alfalfa hay and cows 
have had silage throughout the year. We have used a 
16 to 20 protein feed. varying with the season, and cows 
that were milked three times per day during the pasture 
Season were kept in barn during day and turned to pas- 
ture at night. There was never any attempt to force any

THE HOLSTEIN MARKET OUTLOOK 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Holstein breeders unquestionably found during 1929 
the best market for truly high-class animals and the poor- 
est market for culls in many years. There are today more 
reel students of “actual value in Holsteins” than at any 
time in the history of this country. There are few buyers 
for cows or bulls poor in type or mediocre in production, 
but the demand for really excellent herd sires and cows 
is far beyond anything that has been experienced at any 
time in the past, including the boom of ten years ago. 

It is our experience that where we have to offer a good 
type animal combining the blood of any of our proved 
lines of breeding there are usually from three to fourteen 
buyers anxious to secure that animal. The average price 
received for good Holsteins took a decided jump during 
the past year, and January 1930 indicates that it will be 
continued for the coming year. 

The present price of butterfat is the only cloud in a 
clear sky and how much this will affect the market cannot 
be determined at this time. There can be no question. 
however, that a product like butter or any other dairy 
product cannot be put down in a country where the people 
are as well educated to facts as in the United States. I 
believe that the situation is only temporary and will have 
no effect, since thinking breeders and farmers will recog- 
nize that over a period of months and years the demand 
for dairy products is bound to continually increase, and 
the present hardship of finding a poor market for poor 
cattle will be followed by the elimination of these cattle 
from any breeding program which will ultimately be of 
benefit to all breeders and dairy farmers. 

The competition of Germany and other European coun- 
tries in the South American trade is stronger than ever 
owing to the willingness of those countries to sell at low 
prices, to send cattle on approval, and to deal through 
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agents who are accustomed to the courtesies of Latin 
America. Nevertheless foreign business and particularly 
with South America is enjoying a steady increase, and 
while this has no direct effect upon the herds of some 
dairymen and breeders, it—of necessity—has great in- 
direct benefit as it increases demand and decreases supply. 
We look forward with considerable optimism to the 
year 1930 and expect it to be a banner year. Since 1921 
this business has enjoyed a slow but steady increase and 
improvement so far as our records show, and during the 
past two years has grown in proportions far in excess of 
our expectations. The year 1929 was not only the biggest 
year in the history of these farms but during the month 
of November, for example, demand eclipsed the last five 
months of 1928. We believe the prosperous condition of 
the industry is being felt by breeders who are adver- 
tising throughout the nation, and who are naturally the 
first to recognize improved conditions on account of being 
in touch with a larger number of buyers. We believe this 
improvement will continue and will extend down through 
the ranks of the smaller breeders and dairy farmers, pro- 
vided they are keeping up with the times in the develop- 
ment of good ‘type, good producing, good transmitting 
lines and proved breeding combinations.

WAUKESHA COUNTY BREEDERS ANNUAL MEETING 

The 23rd annual winter meeting of the Waukesha Coun- 
ty Holstein Breeders’ Association was held at the Avalon 
Hotel, Waukesha. Wis., January 25, 1930. 

The meeting was called to order by Pres. Fred Klussen- 
dorf, with about thirty-five members in attendance. Sec- 
retary W. L. Baird reported that the association had 
handled $194,078.16 of cattle during the past year. The 
next order of business was the election of three direc- 
tors to succeed W. H. Swartz, D. J. Howell and J. W. 
Burbach. The first two named were reelected and W. J. 
Mann, veteran breeder, was elected in the place of Mr. 
Burbach. 

A resolution was adopted unanimously in regard to an 
increased tariff on casein in order to protect the dairy 
farmers in this country. It was brought out by Secretary 
W. L. Baird that 57% of the casein used in the manufac- 
ture of glue in this country was imported from Argentine 
and that there was approximately 175,000,000 pounds of 
skim milk powder produced per year in this country. There 
is a large surplus of skim milk powder at the present time 
and the skim milk should be used in the manufacture of 
casein to be used in the glue manufactured in this coun- 
try instead of importing such a large quantity such as 
is the present case. A resolution was passed requesting 
an 8 cent tax on casein. A resolution was passed request- 
ing congress to pass an adequate tariff on oleo fats and 
oils so that some protection would be afforded the dairy- 
man of the United States. 

Fred Klussendorf, A. C. Oosterhuis, W. L. Baird, L. V. 
Garvens, Wm. Swartz and Fred Southcott were selected 
as delegates to the Wisconsin State Holstein meeting to 
be held at Madison, Feb. 4, 1930. 

A banquet was served at noon to about seventy-five 
people. The inclement weather and sub zero temperature 
served to keep a number of the members at home. 

H. W. Norton, Supt. of Advanced Registry, Delavan, 
Wis., addressed the members after the banquet. Speaking 
of the seven-day test he made the statement that prob- 
ably about 1,200 tests would be completed for the year 
that ends April 1, 1930. With the decrease in numbers 
he stated that the subject of eliminating the seven-day 
test would probably be brought before the annual conven- 
tion at Denver in June. He urged the members to have 
their herds classified and also to do more testing either 
in the herd improvement work or in the regular classes. 


He was followed on the program by Roy T. Harris, who 
is in charge of the official test work in the State of 
Wisconsin. He gave some of the results that had been 
obtained in connection with the Dairy Herd Improvement 
work in the state as regards to decreasing the cost of 
testing. 

County Agent J. F. Thomas spoke on Calf Club work. 
He announced that the five high herds in Cow Testing 
Work in the county were all Holstein Herds and yet none 
of these herds had availed themselves of the opportunity 
to have their herds tested in the D. H. I. work or in the 
regular semi-official work.

Northeast Kansas 
Association is do- 
testing. We have 
four herds doing official testing all 
the time and one other herd that is 
sending out a few head to be tested. 
The four herds are as follows: H. 
A. Dressler, Lebo, Kansas.; Topeka 
State Hospital of Topeka, The Secur- 
ity Benefit Association of Topeka and 
Ira Romig & Sons, Topeka. Dr. J. P. 
Kaster, of Topeka, is having the 
State Hospital test a few of his cows. 
These herds are running on _ long- 
time semi-official test approximately 
fifty head a year. I think the results 
achieved this past year were very 
gratifying and I will give you some of 
the higher records made.. First is 
the H. A. Dressler herd that produced 
the first 1,000-lb. fat cow of Kansas: 
Dora Pearl Veeman 631969 with 
1,018.5 Ibs. fat, 26,306 Ibs. milk: Alice 
Inka Veeman Ormsby 1176981. at 24 
months, produced 564.3 Ibs. fat, 14,596.6 
Ibs. milk and Dora Pearl Ormsby 
1176979, at 25 months, made 559.4 Ibs. 
fat, 14,444.5 lbs. milk. Mr. Dressler 
States that he has two other cows 
that will complete their records in 
February which he expects to make 
Over 1,000 Ibs. butter.

The Security Benefit Association 
have also broken state records for

lbs. milk. This milk record is a state 
record over all ages, while the fat 
record is a state record for class.

The top records might be 
forgotten if the breeder would only 
weed from the low end of the herd 
as the low production records brought 
out by these tests made it plain when 
and where to eliminate. The breed 
needs more good bulls and can get 
them only as the average and level of 
the production of the breed is raised. 
From the production of such bulls 
only can come, according to Mr. 
Glover, the improvement in grades 
that will keep pace with demands for 
better dairy producers. 


Brookholm inka, senior herd sire at 
Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, 
has been leased for a few months’ 
service to J. Walter Jones, Bunbury 
Farm, Charlottetown, Prince Edward 
Island.

average production of 11,172 lbs. for nearly 800 cows. Four 
of their institutions did Advanced Registry testing last 
year and they ranked next to South Dakota and Michigan 
in number of Honor List points won. Like Wisconsin 
they have made a proud record in the show ring and their 
work covers even a longer period of years along this line. 
One of their herd sires, bred and exhibited by them, was 
twice an All-American winner. 

Late figures on Ohio’s work as a breeder of pure bred 
Holsteins are not available in time for this summary. 
However, in November 1924, a summary was presented 
in the Holstein-Friesian World showing that at that time 
the State of Ohio was maintaining dairy herds of over 
1,600 head on the state institution farms, nearly half of 
these being pure bred registered Holsteins, and the balance 
grade Holsteins. Seven of these herds were then being 
tested for Advanced Registry and it was the intention to 
replace the grades as rapidly as possible with the increase 
from the pure bred herds. The economical production of 
these herds was stressed in the report mentioned, the 
statement being made that the average cost of the milk 
from all of these herds was about ten cents a gallon, some 
of the pure bred herds running substantially below that 
figure. 

State institution herds of pure bred Holsteins in eleven 
states were carrying on Advanced Registry testing last 
year. These were: South Dakota, Michigan, Iowa, Wis- 
consin, California, South Carolina, Kansas, Virginia, 
Missouri, (Chio and Maryland. The Virginia State School 
for the Deaf and Blind at Staunton, reported an average 
fer seven pure bred Holsteins in their herd of 17,779 lbs. 
milk, 569.55 lbs. fat, and a profit of $456.67 per cow above 
the cost of the grain fed, the milk being figured at thirty 
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cents a gallon.

But this should be enough of a statistical nature to 
show the advantages so many of our states are finding in 
the maintenance of pure bred Holstein herds on their 
state institution farms from the standpoint of higher and 
more economical production of milk. There are other 
considerations no less important. The Wisconsin Board 
of Control recently issued a little descriptive pamphlet 
in which some of these advantages were summarized as 
follows: 

1. To supply 
and cream. 

2. To provide quiet and agreeable work for inmates in 

care of pure bred cattle. 

To train herdsmen and milkers for Wisconsin farmers. 

To inspire young men to go back to home farms. 

To carry out dairy practice taught by our College of 

Agriculture. 

6. To be a source of supply where farmers can buy breed- 

ing sires from proven profitable producing mothers. 

To demonstrate true type of pure bred cattle in our 

communities. 

8. To build up herds by purchase from small farmer 
breeders who cannot develop their outstanding ani- 
mals.

day, January 24, by the National Dairy 
Council when President M. D. Munn 
outlined the industry’s situation in a 
radio address and prescribed as the 
remedy, increased consumption of all 
dairy products immediately by the 
farmer himself and every other per- 
son in the United States. To prevent 
future surpluses of dairy products, he 
advised his listeners to continue using 
more milk, cream, butter, ice’ cream, 
and cheese the year ’round and 
pointed out the great health value of 
such a program. 

This initial talk was broadcast over 
WENR, Chicago, and will be followed 
by another over the same station Fri- 
day, January 31, at 7:15 p. m. The 
third will be given during National 
Farm and Home hour, Monday, Feb- 
ruary 3, between 12:00 and 12:45 p. 
m. This National Broadcasting Com- 
pany program is carried by about 
thirty stations in central United 
States. 

A series of radio features dramatiz- 
ing the butter situation in the mid- 
western farm home of Pa and Ma 
Hinkley will be presented on WLS, 
Chicago, each Tuesday evening be- 
tween 6:30 and 7:00. The first of 
these was heard Tuesday, January 28, 

The national campaign to eliminate 
the surplus of dairy products and 
establish dairying on a more stabil- 
ized basis in the future is to be given 
further publicity in additional radio 
messages over WLS, Chicago, and 
about a dozen agricultural college 
stations throughout the country. The 
country press, agricultural and dairy 
papers, and metropolitan newspapers 


campaign also calls for material for 
county agents; special circulars for 
distribution by creameries, banks, 
commercial clubs, and other organiza- 
tions interested; posters for cream 
stations, stores, banks, etc.; and ex- 
hibits to be rented and sold for 
window displays in small towns. 

“If each person in the United States 
would consume during the next month 
one more pat of butter each day than 
they are now consuming”, President 
Munn declared in stating the National 
Dairy Council’s solution to the prob- 
lem of the dairy industry, “the entire 
surplus of butter would disappear and 
a stabilized condition in the dairy in- 
dustry would follow. Or, if each mem- 
ber of the rural communities of this 
country would consume one-half ounce 
more butter per day for the next two 
months, this would likewise dispose of 
the surplus and result in stabilization. 
This appeal is made to both the city 
and country alike, not alone in the 
interest of stabilized agriculture, but 
in the interest of general health and 
national security. 

“Unless the present economic con- 
dition of dairying is remedied,’ he 
continued, “‘it will prove disastrous to 
all efforts to stabilize and improve 
general agricultural conditions. The 
dairy industry returns to the farmer 
of this country nearly one-fourth of 
his agricultural income, and has en- 
abled him to carry on in food produc- 
tion during the past ten years of agri- 
cultural depression. It is now im- 
paired by a great and unexpected de- 
pression resulting from an unprece- 
dented surplus.” 





side market for its dairy surpluses 
because the world market is supplied 
by other countries. 


“The fact that we have no export 
market for our dairy products em- 
phasizes the importance of building 
our domestic consumption up to the 
amount that scientists tell us is neces- 
sary in the interest of our own 
health,” he concluded. “All scientists 
agree that butter supplies the sub- 
stances necessary for growth and 
health and protection against disease 
in the most economical and palatable 
form of any food fats. They recom- 
mend in the interest of health, a daily 
consumption of at least one and one- 
half ounces of butterfat by each per- 
son.” 


Plans for the campaign were made 
January 22, when leaders of the dairy 
industry representing 15 states in the 
central dairy producing sections of 
the United States attended a confer- 
ence in Chicago. Robert. W. Balder- 
ston, manager of the National Dairy 
Council, presented the program for in- 
creasing the consumption of butter 
and all dairy products, particularly in 
the dairy sections represented in the 
meeting.
